legal services are some of the 
many activities that can be sup- 
ported by Federal Anti-Poverty 
funds and coordinated through the 
‘San Francisco Economic Council 
to attack the cause of poverty.

Communication with Youth —A 

Search For Understanding was the 

. .Theme for the Governor’s Con- 

ference on Youth this past week- 
end in Sacramento. 

Hunters Point Youth set the pace 


at the Conference by getting in- 


volved and participating in the 
various forums and discussion 
groups. 

Eight youth representing the 
Bayview Neighborhood Community 
Center attended the Conference, 
three of which were high school 
drop-outs. Who contributed to the 
Conference by stating the needs, 
and problems confronting the High 
School Drop Out in what is clas- 
‘ sified or known as the ‘‘Culturally 
Deprived Area’’s; Four of which 
were high school students who 
revealed the needs and problems 
the high school student has to cope 
with; and one of which was a high 


school graduate who contributed. 


to the Conference by pointing out 


the need for scholarship for stu-. 


dents from ‘‘low income’’ fami- 
lies who have a desire or want 
to enter college but cannot do 
so for financial reasons.

What Will It Do 


WHAT WILL IT DO? 

At last the Poverty Program is beginning to show signs of 
becoming a reality in the Hunters Point-Bayview. With Mr. George 
Napper as Area Director and a board of dedicated persons to advise 
and approve, the community will be eagerly watching to see if this 
is a blessing or a curse. 

The War on Poverty was designed to combat poverty among the 
low-income citizens. The three most important words of the com- 
munity action section are MAXIMUM FEASIBLE PARTICIPATION. 
This means that all the rules and qualifications established by 
those fortunate enough to have the benefit of our institutions of 
higher learning have no more priority for the top level jobs than 
do our so called functional illiterates, 

Experience, service and living within a target area have become 
the equalizer to the degree, and just might be the problem solver 
sought so long by our social adherents. 

We have some programs underway such as (B.A.N.D.) Bay 
Area Neighborhood Development, instituted through the associated 
co-ops for consumer education under the directorships of Mr. 
Ira Henderson and his advisors Mrs. Ruth Williams, Mrs. Bertha 
Freeman. , 

There is much they can do but it must happen in the community 
and with the community. The question is, will it bring positive 
results and service to the community, or will it be just another 
means of absorbing the tax-payers money for the benefit of the 
few. 

There is also the Montessori Project which is designed for 40 
pre-schoolers, only a drop in the bucket considering our many 
hundreds of preschoolers’ in the community. The very nature of the 
project which limits the number who can participate creates a 
serious problem in any low-income area, andthatis ‘SSELECTION’’; 
this means most will be left out and that compounds the issue -- 
is the poverty program designed to help the impoverished or just 
a few of them? 

This writer would like to push out a list of ingredients which go 
to make a healthy community with the suggestion that our/Area 
Board study them closely and they*may provide sound guidelines 
for appraising program request that one submitted for the Hunters 
Point-Bayview District. A healthy community shouid furnish to 
its residents the essences of these following nine statements. 

1. Order, or security of life and property, through the medium 
of an efficient government. ; 

2. Economic well being, or security of income through an effi- 
cient system of productive industry. i 

3. Physical well being, or health and sanitation through public 
and private health agencies. 

4, Constructive use of leisure time, or recreation through or- 
ganized and directed play. 

5. Ethical standards, or a system of morality supported by the 
organized community. i 

6. Intellectual diffusion, or education through face and public 
institutions within the reach of all. 

7. Free avenues of expression, or means by which all elements 
of the community might freely express themselves; newspapers 
and public forums. 

8. Democratic forms of organization or community wide organi- 
zation, through which the entire community might express its 
thoughts and see that its will is done. , 

9. Spiritual motivation, or religious associations which might, 
diffuse throughout all forms of community organization the religious 
or spiritual motive... 

The road ahead andthe task is difficult, friendships will be strained 
and competition for jobs will be great, but let’s not rock the boat 
with dissention, distrust and jealousy, Let’s work together, assist 
one another and the question of What Will It Do? can be answered 
in the positive, 
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help identify problems, and 2) 
help people determine ways by 
which: problems can be solved. 
These units are listed below: 
COMMUNITY. ORGANIZATION 
UNIT 

The purpose of this Unit is to 1) 
effectively increase the ability of 
the local residents of the Hunters

The 
Unit Workers will refer people 
to the appropriate places for pro- 
per service and to follow up to

At least three District Offices, 
in addition to the Central Office, 
will be located in the Area. The

As might be expected from a 
“total approach’’ to citizen wel- 
fare physical space for adequate 
and imaginative programming is 
of grave concern, Space in fact 
has been a constant nuisance for 
center staff. : 

In June of this year initiative 
was taken to seek a more spacious 
site for center programming, Dur- 
ing that month a youth group meet- 
ing regularly at the Bayview Neigh- 
borhood Community Center de- 
manded that a more accommoda- 
ting facility be found for their 
ever expanding group member- 
ship. The alert staff immediately 
took this concern to its Board of 
Directors who in return swung 
their resources into action. With- 
in a matter of months the board 
had tentatively contracted for the 
lease of the Old South San Fran- 
cisco Opera House one block away 
from the Community Center at 
Third and Newcomb. During the 
first week of November the lease 
for the Opera House was for- 
malized, 

At present, the center staff is 
in the process of moving a portion 
of its staff and program into the 
huge multi roomed building. The 
1201 Mendell site will still be 
functional in terms of program- 
ming. It will become the central 
location for undertaking and im-
